inal, nntrokea packages in tte District of Columbia, la any Territory or la 
any State other than that la which ttey shall have been respectirely manu- 
factured or otherwise produced, cr from a foreign country, or Intended for 
export to a foreign country. Tte Secretary of Agriculture shall make neces- 
sary rule* and regulation* for carrying oat tte provision* of thl* Act, and U 
hereby authorized to employ «uch chemist*. ln*pcctor*, clerk*, laborers, aad 
ether employe*, as may te necessary to carry out the provisions of thi* Act 
aad to make such publication of the result* of tte examinations and ataly«l* 
as he may deen proper.
